The famous old custom of May 
baskets, May pole dances, and May- 
Day games had their origin as far 
back as the time of King Henry 
VIII. 

The May Pole was an annual ob- 
servance and was held the same day 
that the Queen of the May was 
|; crowned. On this day she held sway 
over her court, consisting of morris- 
dancers, of Robin Hood and his band, 
and generally of villagers or towns- 
people. 

In the villages the May pole was 
often set up for the occasion on May- 
Day Eve, but in London and else- 
where there were stationary May- 
poles. 

In England the May-Day games 
and celebration gradually fell out of 
popular esteem, and now they sur- 
vive in only rural localities. 


Milkmaids used to dress up in their 
best and call on all their customers, 
from whom they usually received 
some trifling gift. Later the chimney 
sweeps made it a practice to parade 
the streets togged out in tawdry fin- 
ery, ribbons, farlands, nad_ green 
boughs.
